About thie time, one of. the subordinate 
ofticera, Kashi, was etruck in the head, An- 
other officer was also hit while at his station. _ 
The volunters endeavoured to lowera boat, ~ 
which, however, Was 800n renderod useless 
byahot. Another boat tried. This was , 
siso damaged, bat the whole ofthe volun- - 
teers, sixteen in number, succeeded in put- 
ting away from theship.on the side which 
was not exposed, the vessel being between 
them and the forts. Tho boat was only made 
to huld ten men, but there was little wind, 
and the volunteors were lucky enough to 
have the protection of a projecting hill, 
which enabled them to escape the enemy's 
fire and torow to where the torpedo 
flotilla was waiting for them. .

Buch a 
scene hud never been seen bofore ina thea- 
tro in Hongkong, The audience, composed 
mainly of blue-jackets, stood up in their 
seats, and hooted and cheered altornately. 
It seemed as though the fight was stopped, 
but Kyun allowed it to go on. . He continual- 
ly warned Morgan; but for what reason waa 
Not xtated. Murgan scomed to be fighting 
o very fair fight, as ho always does, while 
his seconds continually claimed fouls against 
St. Clair, After the hubbub had subsided 
somewhat, the men fought op, and time 
was called amid yoncral uproar. 

In the fourth round, Morgan was 
forced to hia kness in a scufllo, but 
Tose at once and Janded a left on the neck 
and aright on the jaw, which opened St. 
Clair'a already bleeding cheok. Morgan 
was again rushed down, and the referea 
again cautioned him. A right which sent 
the blood flying fram St. Clair'a mouth was 
followed bya left in the neck. St. Clair 
claimed a foul for hitting in clinches, but it 
wos rightly disallowed. Morgan again 
scored with his right, knocking St Clair 


down with ao downward chop ‘on the 
head: On rising, St. Olair met Mor- 
gan’s loft in the face, snd Morgan 
wag again cautioned. Morgan  scen- 
ed to be fighting as fair a battle 
as his opponent, and certainly did not take 
advantage of St. Clair in clinches, 

St. Clair camo up for the fifth round 
looking very weak, and Morgan had no dif- 
fioulty in scoring left and right on his face. 
Morgan scored oll over St. Clair in this 
round, seaming to place bis blows whore he 
liked. St, Clair clinched and hang on to 
avoid punishmont, but his adversary shvols 
him off each time, St, Clair then swing 
two lefts which landed on Morgan's body, 
and he scored.a right in the heck. 

‘Tho sixth and last round was oponcd ‘by 
8t. Clair laying down toe light blow, On 


bore the covenant of Abraham. This 
makes one inclined to presume that during 
Mr Li King-son’s infancy circumcision was 
not altogether forgotten. He didn’t seem, 
however. up to the time of bis deceaae, to 
know anything about it when ho was 
repeatedly asked various questions on the 
subject, 

Soon after the last Gonoral Meeting, our 
late President made an appeal to co- 
religioniata all over the globe on behalf of 
the Uhineze Jews, and copies of his appeal 
were forwarded to various parts of the 
world and published in several Jewish 
papers in Europe and Amorica. Unfor- 
tunately, however, the support received in 
Tesponse to such an appeal was not of such 
a nature as to enablo the Committers to take 
such steps in the rescue of our nutive co- 
religionists as they would wish to havo 
done. 

Tt is due to various causes, but principal- 
ly to want of sufficient funds at the dis- 
posal of the Committee, that the sending of 
a mission to Kaifengfu for the purpose of 
obtaining trustworthy and reliable informa- 
tion, which they had in view since the 
formation of the Socety, had not yet come 
to pass, 

A co-religionist in tue north of China, 
has scquainted the Committee of his kind 
intention to takes trip to Kaiféngfu, as soon 
as business duties permit him to do so, and 
visit the Chinose Jews for the purpose of 
obtaining proper information as to their 
state, otc. A Lebrew scholar was retain- 
ed to accompany him there. Unfortunately 
to the causo, howevor, after the lapse of 
atout a year he had to suddenly after his 
plans and ho was .obliged to give up the 
idea of going to Keiféngfu. Anothor gen- 
{leman, a momber of tho Committes, Mr 
G. J. Shekury, has since intimated to the 
other co-mombers of the Committco his 
kind intention of going to Kaiféngfu during 
the autumo months. The presont political 


troubles, however, imade him postpone his { 


journey for the time being, as travelling in 
the interior, and more especially in Honan, 
is not 4 safe thing to do now, : 
Since the death of Li King-son, two of 
the native Jews went back to thoir homes, 
and we have now with us six of them. They 


can say anything mere after your speech 
on the subject, except to congratulate the 
shareholders for possessing such a valuable 
property. I think we have overy reason 
to bo quite satisfied with the report. 1 
am a very old shareholder and I have} 
every contidence in the Directors and 
Manager for looking after my interests, 
and I do not sce any reanon for altering 
my pesition. We have carned enough 
to pay 8 bigger dividend, but I suppose 
that, with the expenses of the future 
looming up, and other expenses coming 
on, it would not be ndvisable ta pay a 
bigger dividend for this yoar. I second 
the adoption of the report und atatemont 
of accounts and hope the good results will 
continue. 

The motion was carried unanimously. 

The appointment of Mr W Parlane to 
the Directorate, vice Mr Hart Buck, 
resigned, was confirmed, on the motion of 
J. Rodger, seconded by Mr Michaa, and 
he was elected for the ensuing year. 

Mr King proposed, Mr Hart Buck 
seconded, and it was carried that Mr T. 
Arnold be re-olected Auditor for the noxt 

ear,
